W ashington. Oct. 13.—In honor of 
the 
fiftieth 
anniversary of the en­ 
trance of Jam es Cardinal Gibbons into 
the priesthood and the twenty-fifth of 
his elevation to the cardinalate, there 
was laid here tile corner stone of Gib­ 
bons Memorial hall, to be a part of 
the Catholic University of America. 
C ardinal Gibbons himself was the 
center of the celebration, with arch ­ 
bishops, bishops and other church dig­ 
n itaries from ail over the country p ar­ 
ticipating. 
T he gorgeousness of the 
scene contrasted with the simplicity 
of th e cerem onies.

Sheep Flock of Thie Poet. 
Scab Is caused by the Irritation of a 
m inute Insect that lives and propa­ 
gates on the skin of sheep. 
It also 
live*, more or less. on the wool fibers. 
Away from the sheep, on posts or on 
the earth, it can also live for an indef­ 
inite time, perhaps for several weeks, 
w rites Joseph K. W ing in the Breeder’s 
Gazette. 
T h e scab insect comes from an egg. 
T his egg is not easily destroyed by 
dipping. 
I’cr haps there is no known 
dip th a t will surely destroy l*»tli tho 
insects and the egg*. 
Therefore, lf a 
man di|»* Id* sheep at Interval* of 
three m onths he will almost certainly 
have alway* scab lo combat. The time 
needed for the developing of an egg 
laying Insect from the egg Itself Is a 
variable quantity. 
One should 
not 
give a 
second dipping saltier than 
seven days after the first, lest some 
egg* survive both dipping* 
He should 
not delay 
the second dipping more 
than eleven days, lest some Insect* may 
have hatched, attained m aturity and 
them selves laid eggs again. 
No one call surely free a Hoot of 
cheep of scab with one dipping. 
Nor 
i* It at ail necessary to lie forever dip­ 
ping sheep. 
Scab I* com paratively 
easy of eradication, lf certain principle© 
are deserved 
Elrst. lie very careful 
in gathering the sheep that none is 
left in the pasture 
Next, l*e very 
thorough in the operation of dipping. 
We will not here discus* the formula* 
for di|*s; there are m any efficient prep­ 
arations on the market, an d there I* 
the exceedingly efficient lime and sul­ 
phur preparation, which w hen careful­ 
ly made I* very effective arid may have 
considerable virtue a* a deterrent of 
reinfection. 
There seem s little doubt that dip* 
used as hot as « ne can l*eaf to thrust 
his naked arm lr* and hold It there lu r 
a half m inute are m ore efficient than 
those used cold. 
Also lf the w ater w ith 
w hich the dip Is mixed is lime im preg­ 
nated ami "hard ’ It is l*etter to ©often 
It with lye. though an excess of lye 
will tujure the wool. 
In ten days dip 
the entire flock again, using the name 
care. 
lf now it can I** put on clean, 
un Inf es ted ground, uo farth er dipping 
will l*e needed. The flock should, how­ 
ever, I** carefully watched and any 
suspected individual taken hold of at 
once. 
lf the sheep must lie turned 
back Iii the old and Infested (Misture 
dip the third tim e xvithin ten or twelva 
days. 
To do these three dippings at 
oue tim e will cost no more than to do 
them at intervals of months. T he three 
dippings will, lf thoroughly done, ab­ 
solutely clean the flock* of scab.
